THE numerous fires which annually 
occur at this season of the year have 
lately attracted a good deal of public . 
attention, and naturally have led to 
‘these ever recurring cunflagrations. 
just before the Chinese New Year 
being regarded with some suspicion. 
It is certainly a most extraordinary 
‘circumstance that throughout the 
greater portion of the year fires occur 
but rarely in any part of the Colony, 
whilst at this particular time—just 
prior to the ‘annual squaring up of 
accounts on which the CLinese place 
so much importance—the | native 
business portions of the elty are 
almost constantly the ‘scene of fires 
of.a more or less serious description. 
Within the past fortnight we have 
had something like half's dozen con- 
flayrations in various parts of Hong- 
kong, and we learn that, singularly 
enough under the circumstances, the 
whole of the buildings burned were 
fully insured. This of courseisa matter 
which specially affects the Fire In- 
surance Companies, and it appears 
tous that if they would combine, 
effective measures might be taken to 
diseover whethér these numerous 
fires ave really the result of accident, 
or the work of interested incendiaries. 
As this is an appeal to the pockets of © 
the shareholders in these companies, 
i¢may in time receive some practical 
. consideration. a 
There is, however, another side to 
the question of far greater importance . 
than mere financial losses to the Fire 
Insurance Companies, and one which 
demands the best attention of the 
local authorities. Wo refer to the
